PETITION  WORKS 


At  the  beginning  of  this 
school  year  a new  rule  was  a- 
dopted  in  regards  to  the  lock- 
ers . The  news  was  broken  to  us 
on  the  first  day  of  school.  We 
were  at  first  merely  displeased 
with  the  rule,  but  more  unrest 
was  felt  when  we  began  to  feel 
the  actual  disadvantages  of  the 
rule  when  in  effect.  Action  was 
taken,  and  this  is  what  came  a- 
bout . 

First  of  all  there  is  the 
policy  itself.  It  stated  that 
we  could  go  to  our  lockers  only 
before  homeroom,  after  third 
period,  after  sixth,  and  after 
school,  as  an  option.

Then  he  offered  the  floor 
to  Peter,  who  began  by  mention- 
ing a few  bad  points  of  the  new 
rule  along  with  some  of  his  own 
complaints  about  it.  From  there 


She  said  everything  else  that 
needed  to  be  said,  and  came  up 
with  the  same  suggestion  that 
Peter  had  in  mind.
